THERMOMETERS MISUNDERSTOOD 
o meteorological m easu rements are more 
"ely misu nderstood by the world at large than 
se made with the common thermometer. The 
‘ rumen t itself with its colu mn of mercu ry (or 
ho i for cold climates) and its scale of de- 
s, is fam iliar to ev ery body , bu t there are two 
. gs connected with its u se in meteorology th at 
uzzle the lay man. 
First, the meteorologist nearly alway s makes 
his therm om eter readings in the shade of a 
wo o den screen or v entilated box . ev en when on a 
9u m m er day , people are anx iou s to know how hot 
he w eather is ou t in the su nshine. 
The ex planation is simple. The sheltered ther- 
ometer giv es the tem peratu re of the air. which 
s su bstantially the same in su n and shade. A 
herm om eter ex posed to su nshine, u nless strong- 
y v entilated, by a whirling or otherwise stiff 
reeze, shows nothing bu t the tem peratu re ac- 
uired by the instru m ent itself, which gets mu ch 
otter u nder the su n’s ray s than the air does. 
At night an u nsheltered thermometer, on ac- 
ou nt of its rapid loss of heat by radiation, gen- 
rally reads somewhat lower than the tru e tem- 
eratu re of the air. 
Then, again, many people fail to u nderstand 
hy the indications of the therm om eter often 
iffer widely from personal estimates of the 
em peratu re. The reason is ou r sensations of 
eat and cold, so far as they are controlled by 
he atmosphere, depend u pon more things than 
he tem peratu re of the air arou nd u s. 
The hu m idity of the air is an im portant fac.o: 
and so is the am ou nt of air mov ement. DHL . 11 
combinations oi these three things giv e 
ih 
same tem peratu re sensation. 
In order to represent their combined effects on 
u m an comfort, a scale of “effectiv e tem pera- 
u res,” based on laboratory ex periments, has 
een dev ised by the American Society of Heat- 
ng and Ventilating Engineers. 


In su nny weather, a fu rther factor in deter­ 
mining the tem peratu re ex perienced by hu m an­ 
ity is the direct heating of ou r bodies by the 
su n’s ray s. 
When people talk of the w arm th or coldness of 
the “w eather” they nearly alway s- hav e in mind 
something qu ite different from the mere tem per­ 
atu re of the air. 


‘G-Men’ Like New Law 
While the departm ent of ju s­ 
tice, only a few blocks remov ed, 
was directing the captu re of the 
kidnapers

George W ey erhaeu ser, the senate 
withou t a word of debate passed 
an am endm ent to the

kidnaping law which “G-M en”

It makes pu nishable by a $10,- 
000 fine or 10 y ears in prison or 
both the offense 
of knowingly 
receiv ing, possessing or disposing 
any money or property “which 
has a t any time been deliv ered 
as ransom or reward in connec­ 
tion with kidnaping.” 
According to federal au thori­ 
ties this am endm ent places 
in 
the hands of the bu reau of crim ­ 
inal inv estigation one 
of . the 
most powerfu l weapons of all in 
com batting the crime of kidnap­ 
ing. 


CLOSING THE GAP 
There may hav e been a time when the resi­ 
dents of a small cou ntry town or a farm ing dis­ 
trict took little or no interest in affairs ou tside 
of their own local commu nity , other than to v ote 
their straight party ticket at election time. 
Bu t th at time is not now. It has not been for 
many y ears. 
The man behind the cou nter or the plow is ju st 
as v itally interested in state and national affairs 
as is his cou sin in the great city .

If a ju st comparison cou ld be made, it is prob­ 
able that, m an for man, the person in the cou n­ 
try town or on the farm wou ld be fou nd to be 
better posted on the affairs of the world in gen­ 
eral than the av erage dweller of any of the great
